The suffragists planned today 
to move reconsideration of the 
ratification vote of last Wednes- 
day, and then lay the motion on 
the table, thus preventing fHrther 
efforts at reconsideration. 

When the house met, .Siiffi;ipe 
Leader Riddyke moved that the house 
recohsider its concuirence in the sen- 
ate's ratification of tWe amendment, 
but the motion lost, 50«to O.The bouse 
then ordered the senate joint ratifica- 
tion resolution tra.smitted to the sen- 
ate that it might be sent to the en- 
grossing clerk. 

Matiy legal authorities here regard 
the amendment as wrapped in legal 
entanglements and say it is a 
gone conclusion the courts will 
to pass on ratification.

Mr. Green Clay, of this city, had the 
following interesting letter on the to- 
bacco situation in the Lexington Her- 
ald Friday: , 

The Burley Situation 3t 
Editor, Lexington Herald: .» 

Good business . sens^ dictates the 
cessation of unprofitable production. 
When the production of tobacco 
ceases to be profitable common pru- 
dence will stop its production. Wc 
have grown, tobacco because it has 
proved profitable in tiiie past years. 

It is the misfortune of the tobacco 
grower that he cannot, at thi.^^ timq, 
place a market value on his finished 
product, just as it is his misfortune 
that he cannot place a market value 
on his grain and livestock. Whether 
he will be able to dictate to any do- 
trree what he will or will not sell 
his products for rests entirely with 
him. 

He who manufactures a half dozen 
shirts at a cost of $12 will sell those 
shirts for S12 plus a piofit oi" make 
no moi'e shirts of that grade. He 
goes out on strike, he cuts out produc- 
tion. Never yet has he undeilaken to 
induce any one to hand over $12 plus 
his pi ofit by force of arms. Neither 
has he bunied his competitors' factor- 
ies or scraped his pattern machines. 
That is not business sense. Instead lie 
had tried making cheapei or bettci 
shiils and he has tried combination 
with his competitors. 

There can be no lasting benefit de- 
rived from a cut-out of the 1921 crop 
of tobacco, should it prove 100 per 
cent successful, for the leason that 
flurint; the year 1921 tobacco that will 
serve if not satisfy will spring up in 
sections of the United States that nev 
er before saw a tobacco plant. This 
100 per cent cut-out would nece.^sitate 
an agreement in good faith prior to 
the close of the comin;; tobacco sell- 
ing season, a sufficient number of days 
before seed- sowing time to allow the 
industry to spring up in new places. 

Believing that no tobacco will be 
grown in Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois. 
Ohio, Tennessee or Virginia, capital 
inve^ed in the manufacture and sale 
of the finished product and farmers in 
other than what is known as tnbarc',< 
.states, ceeing that the customary 
ground will no longer produce, will 
make successful effort to fill the vac- 
uum. That will be good business. 

Just at this time, especially in the 
burley district of Kentucky, tobacco 
h^s b een the direct cause of high- 
pricied land and the expenditure of 
vat^t sums of money in barns and 
equipment. This is a ^erious inter- 
ference to a successful cut-out. We 
do not believe tobacco lai.-inf; is a 
money-losing proposition. If we did 
there would be no talk of a cut-out. 
You will find that agitation for a cut- 
out of the 1921 tobacco crop meets 
with general disapproval because it is 
not good business sense an dbecause 
of the danger of a lepetition of thr? 
night rider troubles. This nation 
has enough of disrption right now. 
The addition of upheaval among far-
